I  am  pleased  to  present  the  Missouri  Department  of  Economic  Development  -  Missouri  Arts  Council's 
2008  Annual  Report. 

The  dedicated  professionals  in  this  division  work  to  provide  grants  to  nonprofit  organizations  that 
encourage  and  stimulate  the  growth,  development  and  appreciation  of  the  arts  within  both  large  and 
small  communities  in  Missouri.  The  arts  attract  tourists,  provide  thousands  of  jobs,  play  a  role  in 
business  attraction  and  retention,  strengthen  communities  and  bridge  cultural  divides.  Arts  education 
can  advance  workforce  development,  helping  students  become  proficient  readers,  writers,  problem 
solvers,  and  creative  thinkers. 

Since  becoming  governor,  I  have  increased  the  funding  for  the  arts  every  year  and  worked  to  ensure 
that  funds  from  the  Non-Resident  Athletes  and  Entertainers  tax  are  being  spent  for  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  created.  For  Fiscal  Year  2009, 1  continued  my  commitment  to  support  Missouri's  cultural 
opportunities  with  a  recommendation  for  an  additional  $6.8  million  increase  for  the  Missouri  Arts 
Council.  The  Missouri  General  Assembly  appropriated  an  increase  of  $3  million. 

I  also  appointed  Walter  Bargen  in  January  2008  as  the  state's  first  Missouri  Poet  Laureate.  He  will 
continue  the  promotion  of  Missouri's  rich  cultural  heritage. 

The  arts  are  an  essential  part  of  the  states'  identity  and  have  provided  another  path  to  economic 
development  and  Missouri  is  blessed  to  have  quality  artists  and  arts  organizations  in  our  state.  I  hope 
that  you  will  find  this  annual  report  on  our  efforts  to  support  the  arts  informative.  Do  not  hesitate  to 
contact  the  Missouri  Arts  Council  if  you,  or  someone  you  know,  could  benefit  from  their  assistance.

Dear  Friends, 


This  has  been  an  exciting  year  for  us.  Governor  Blunt  has  assisted  us  in  receiving  $8.3  milhon.  This  fiscal 
increase  is  the  biggest  since  our  founding  in  1965.  The  arts  in  Missouri  are  alive  and  well.  Through  these  funds 
we  are  continuing  to  grow  and  contribute  significantly  to  the  economy  of  our  great  state. 
With  the  help  of  these  funds  the  Missouri  Arts  Council  is  able  to  remain  committed  to  our  three  strategic  goals: 

I  Increase  participation  in  the  arts  in  Missouri 

I  Grow  Missouri's  economy  using  the  arts 

I  Strengthen  Missouri  education  through  the  arts 

In  the  2008  fiscal  year  we  have  experienced  a  number  of  successes  of  these  goals  and  I  would  like  to  share  some 
of  those  with  you. 

We  have  been  steadfast  in  our  promise  to  increase  participation  in  the  arts  in  Missouri.  We  have  revised  the  grant 
application  for  clarity  and  the  monthly  strategic  grant  application  has  been  streamlined  and  reduced  in  length. 
In  addition  MAC  is  currently  working  to  establish  an  online  grant  application  system  which  we  plan  to  have  up 
and  running  by  the  spring  of  2009.  All  of  these  factors  will  assist  in  making  the  application  system  easier  and 
quicker  for  grantees.  With  those  changes  we  hope  to  increase  the  number  of  organizations  that  apply  and  receive 
funds  from  MAC. 

We  are  working  to  grow  Missouri's  economy  using  the  arts.  MAC  has  developed  a  new  monthly  strategic  grant  to 
increase  touring  in  the  state.  Tjuring  gives  residents  the  opportunity  to  have  art  brought  to  their  communities. 
It  is  an  integral  part  of  boosting  the  economy  because  it  gives  residents  a  reason  to  get  out  and  explore  what 
Missouri  has  to  offer  We  are  also  helping  foster  the  Downtown  Revitalization  and  Economic  Assistance  for 
Missouri  (DREAM)  initiative  which  was  started  by  Governor  Blunt  in  2006  to  make  it  easier  for  communities  to 
revitalize  their  downtown  areas.  The  goals  of  this  initiative  are  to  re-establish  properties  in  use  in  the  downtown 
core,  increase  property  tax  values  and  sales  tax  opportunities,  re-establish  a  sense  of  place  and  cultural 
heritage  in  the  heart  of  the  community,  attract  private  investment  and  most  importantly  to  create  good  jobs  for 
Missourians  in  downtowns  all  across  the  state. 

MAC  is  focused  on  strengthening  Missouri's  education  through  the  arts.  For  the  2008  fiscal  year  MAC  awarded 
6  Professional  Development,  12  Artist  in  Residence,  13  Out  of  School,  and  44  School  Touring  Program  grants. 
We  are  also  coordinating  professional  development  activities  through  57  different  arts  agencies.  Through  these 
activities  we  hope  to  infuse  a  passion  for  the  arts  in  teachers  and  students. 

With  these  clear  cut  goals  and  accomplishments  there  is  a  set  path  moving  us  towards  success.  It  is  with  the 
help  of  Governor  Blunt,  the  Legislature,  our  council  members,  MAC  staff  and  the  residents  of  Missouri  that  we 
have  come  this  far  and  we  are  continuing  to  move  ahead.  As  we  approach  the  next  fiscal  year  we  look  forward  to 
continuing  to  make  achievements  for  the  arts  in  Missouri.

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Missouri  Arts  Council  Overview 


Missouri  Arts  Council,  a  state  agency,  provides 
approximately  $6.6  million  to  nonprofit  organi- 
zations through  grants  that  encourage  and 
stimulate  the  growth,  development,  and 
appreciation  of  the  arts  in  Missouri.  MAC  pro- 
vides funding  to  make  quality  arts  programming 
possible  to  both  large  and  small  communities. 
Also,  MAC  staff  is  available  to  provide  assistance 
in  arts  and  nonprofit  management.  Their 
expertise  includes  community  development, 
fundraising,  marketing,  grantwriting,  arts 
education,  artistic  disciplines  (visual  arts,  music, 
literature,  theater,  dance,  festivals,  and  film/ 
media)  and  more. 

Missouri  Cultural  Trust 

The  state  legislature  created  the  Missouri  Cultural 
Trust  in  1993  to  help  stabilize  funding  for  the 
arts  in  Missouri.  Subject  to  appropriation,  the 
Trust  would  be  funded  by  60  %  of  the  income 
tax  on  non-resident  professional  athletes  and 
entertainers  (A&E  tax).  The  Trust  is  governed  by 
the  members  of  the  Missouri  Arts  Council  and 
five  elected  officials:  two  members  of  the  Missouri 
House  of  Representatives,  two  members  of  the 
Missouri  Senate,  and  the  State  Treasurer. 

The  Trust  was  originally  established  to 
grow  untouched  until  2015  at  the  earliest. 
Unfortunately,  difficult  economic  times  changed 
plans  for  the  Trust  fund.  In  FY2004,  the  Missouri 
General  Assembly  granted  MAC  spending 
authority  for  the  Missouri  Cultural  Trust  instead 
of  appropriating  General  Revenue  funds  to  MAC. 
The  Cultural  Trust  had  to  start  supporting  MAC'S 
operations  and  grant  programs.  This  resulted  in 
changes  to  the  Trust's  grant  programs— closing 
the  Capital  Incentive  Program  to  new  applicants 
in  FY2002  and  dissolving  the  Organizational 
Development  Program. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Governor  Matt  Blunt, 
the  future  of  the  Missouri  Cultural  Trust  is 


improving.  In  his  first  year,  the  Missouri  General 
Assembly  increased  the  allocation  of  the  A&E 
tax  into  the  Trust  from  $0  to  $582,000.  With 
improving  state  revenue,  the  Governor  was  able 
to  persuade  the  Missouri  General  Assembly  to 
increase  that  allocation  to  $3,201,000  for  FY2007 
and  to  $7,565,000  for  FY2008.

FY  2008  Quick  Stats  Based  on  Awards: 

I  MAC  awarded  a  total  of  $6.6  million  (including  $5.1  million  in  programs  and  $1.5 
million  in  pass-through  grants)  to  513  organizations  in  113  Missouri  communities. 

I  MAC  funded  96%  of  all  applications  received  with  an  average  grant  amount  of  $9,966  — 
a  31.8%  increase  over  FY  2007. 

I  MAC'S  funding  was  provided  to  every  Missouri  Senate  district  and  74%  of  the  House 
districts. 

I  MAC  grantees  produced  over  11,600  arts  events  attended  by  8  million  people 

I  MAC  grantees  provided  4,983  full  and  part-time  jobs  and  hired  over  46,500  artists 

I  MAC  grantees  paid  $120  million  in  salaries,  which  generated  about  $3.6  million  in  state

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strategic  Plan  Achievements 


MAC  has  identified  three  strategic  goals,  which 
will  create  public  value  by  making  positive 
differences  in  the  lives  of  Missouri's  citizens 
through  the  arts: 

(1)  Increase  Participation  in  the  Arts  in  Missouri 

(2)  Grow  Missouri's  Economy  using  the  Arts 

(3)  Strengthen  Missouri's  Education  through 
the  Arts 

For  each  goal,  objectives,  strategies,  and 
performance  measures  are  provided. 

This  new  Strategic  Plan  was  approved  by  the 
Council  at  the  February  2007  meeting.  This 
Approved  Strategic  Plan  for  fiscal  years  2008- 
2010  will  serve  as  a  basis  for  MAC's  future  vision, 
programs  and  operations.  MAC  has  developed  an 
Action  Plan,  which  identifies  the  detailed  tasks, 
timelines  and  personnel  responsible  to  ensure 
that  our  strategic  goals  are  achieved.  In  2008  MAC 
achieved  the  following  goals: 

I  Revised  grant  application  to  align  with  strategic 
goals. 

I  Created  the  capacity  building  grant  to  replace 
technical  assistance  grant. 

I  Added  a  new  grant  requirement  to  increase 
communication  to  legislators. 

I  A  rubric  was  developed  and  distributed  to 
applicants  and  panelists.  Panelists  were 
oriented  on  the  use  of  the  rubric. 


I  Revised  grant  application  for  clarity. 

Monthly  strategic  grant  application  has  been 
streamlined  and  reduced  in  length. 

I  Developed  a  new  monthly  strategic  grant 
to  increase  touring  in  state.  Touring  Roster 
revised  and  promoted  to  touring  artists. 
Touring  artist  application  and  guidelines 
developed  and  distributed. 

I  Provided  funding  opportunities  for  cultural 
planning  through  Capacity  Building  grants. 
Guidelines  reflect  cultural  planning  as  a 
potential  grant  opportunity. 

I  Met  with  DREAM  communities  regarding 
destination  assessments.  Met  with  Department 
of  Natural  Resources,  Division  of  Tourism. 
Met  with  State  Libraries  and  promoted  grant 
programs  to  over  400  libraries.

Apphcation  Process 


Most  of  MAC'S  annual  deadline  grant  programs 
have  moved  to  a  2-year  review  cycle.  Instead  of 
meeting  every  year,  the  review  panel  meetings 
are  held  every  other  year.  For  the  "on  year,"  an 
organization  submits  an  application  for  a  project 
occurring  during  the  upcoming  fiscal  year.  The 
panel's  review  of  the  proposal  helps  to  determine 
the  organization's  funding  for  two  years— the 
review  year  and  following  year— using  the  funding 
formula. 

During  the  "off  year,"  an  organization  submits 
an  Off  Year  Application.  MAC  employs  the  same 
funding  formula  with  the  available  funding  for 
the  specific  grant  program  for  that  fiscal  year. 
This  amount  of  money  may  be  different  than 
the  previous  fiscal  year.  It  could  be  less,  more, 
or  remain  the  same.  The  available  funding  for 
the  grant  programs  depend  upon  the  funds 
provided  by  the  General  Assembly  and  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts  as  well  as  the  budget 
approved  by  the  Missouri  Arts  Council  board  at 
the  June  meeting. 

Bottom  Line:  This  new  process  provides 
project  support  for  2  years,  resulting  in  reduced 
time  for  preparing  applications  and  greater 
assurance  of  funding.  The  2-year  grant  cycle 
will  alternate  disciplines  each  year.

MAC  provides  funding  for  quality  arts 
programming  to  eligible  applicants  which 
include  but  not  limited  to:  Arts  or  arts  education 
organizations;  chambers  of  commerce; 
public  libraries;  government  agencies;  youth 
organizations;  public  school  districts;  private  K-12 
schools;  community  arts  organizations;  social 
service  organizations;  colleges  and  universities; 
and  religious  organizations. 

MAC  funds  may  be  used  for  artist  fees,  artist 
travel  expenses,  marketing  the  arts  event,  project- 
related  educational  materials,  and  more.  For 
MAC  granting  purposes,  a  project  is  a  specific, 
identifiable  program  that  has  a  distinct  focus, 
format,  and  objective.  A  project  can  include  the 
following: 

I  Performance  of  dance,  music,  and/or  theater 
(single  performance  or  series) 

I  Educational  programs 

I  Artist  residencies 

I  Literary  journal  publication 

I  Arts  festival  or  arts  component  at  festival  or 
county  fair 

I  Exhibition  or  exhibition  series 

I  Film  festival,  film  series,  or  production  of  film, 
video,  or  media  arts  project 

I  Services  to  the  field 

Arts  Education  Program 

Missouri  Arts  Council's  Arts  Education  program 
is  designed  to  strengthen  the  place  of  the  arts 
as  a  core  academic  subject  in  the  regular  school 
curriculum,  and  to  promote  integrating  the 
arts  into  non-arts  classrooms  and  in  out  of 
school  programs.  MAC  organizes  professional 


development  workshops  for  K-12  teachers  and 
teaching  artists,  assists  organizations  in  the 
development  of  their  arts  education  programs, 
and  promotes  Elementary  and  Secondary 
Education  to  ensure  that  these  programs  support 
student  achievement.  Grant  categories  include: 

I  School  Touring  Program 

I  Artist  in  Residence 

I  Out  of  School 

I  Professional  Development 

Arts  Services  Program 

MAC  provides  financial  assistance  to 
organizations  whose  primary  mission  is  delivery 
of  services  to  arts  organizations  statewide.  MAC 
occasionally  initiates  projects  that  address  special 
needs  and  provides  grants  to  organizations  best 
suited  to  execute  the  project. 

Capital  Incentive  Program 

This  program  is  no  longer  open  to  submissions. 
It  was  created  to  spur  economic  activity  in 
the  nonprofit  arts  industry.  For  every  two 
dollars  contributed  by  a  private  donor  to  arts 
organizations  for  endowments  or  renovation/ 
construction  of  a  performance  or  exhibition 
space,  MAC  set  aside  one  dollar  in  the  Missouri 
Cultural  Trust  and  pays  5%  of  the  set  aside 
amount  to  the  arts  organizations  annually. 

Community  Arts  Program 

The  goal  of  the  Community  Arts  Program  is  to 
strengthen  the  connection  between  small  and 
rural  communities  and  the  arts.  Each  community 
(outside  the  city  limits  of  Kansas  City  and  St. 
Louis)  may  designate  an  organization  to  receive 
funding  to  provide  arts  programming,  arts 
education,  and  arts  services  in  their  area. 
Annual  grants  are  available  for  projects  and 
operating  support. 
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Discipline  Program  Assistance 

MAC'S  largest  grant  program,  Discipline  Program 
Assistance  provides  funds  for  projects  in  eight 
areas:  dance,  electronic  media  arts,  festivals, 
literature,  multidiscipline,  music,  theater  and 
visual  arts. 

DREAM  Initiative 

The  DREAM  Initiative  was  unveiled  by  the 
Missouri  Department  of  Economic  Development 
in  2006  to  provide  Missouri's  small  and  mid- 
sized towns  the  same  access  to  economic 
development  tools  as  larger  communities. 
Selected  communities  become  active  members 
of  DREAM  for  three  years  and  gain  prioritized 
access  to  state  supported  programs  through 
ongoing  cooperation  among  several  unique 
agencies  and  funding  sources.  Programs 
include  technical  and  financial  assistance 
for  infrastructure  improvements,  historic 
preservation,  affordable  housing,  community 
services,  business  development  and  job  creation. 
MAC  provides  targeted  funds  for  arts  programs 
in  downtown  areas  of  DREAM  communities. 

Established  Institutions  Program* 

This  program  provides  operational  support  for 
the  state's  largest  and  most  stable  organizations. 
They  must  have  a  primary  purpose  to  present 
or  produce  art,  history  of  operating  revenues 
exceeding  $2,000,000  (certain  restrictions  apply), 
full-time  professional  personnel,  full  season  of 
exhibitions  and/or  performances,  appropriate 
community  involvement,  and  significant  local, 
regional  or  national  impact. 

MACAA  Community  Programs 

MAC  initiated  a  new  program  in  FY07  in 
collaboration  with  the  Missouri  Association  of 
Community  Arts  Agencies  called  Community 


Programs.  The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to 
provide  funding  to  nonprofit  organizations 
in  communities  that  have  little  to  no  arts 
programming.  The  intention  is  to  develop  these 
community  organizations  with  technical  support 
from  MACAA  so  they  will  be  prepared  to  seek 
future  funding  from  MAC  grant  programs. 

Mid-Sized  Arts  Organizations* 

Like  the  Established  Institutions  Program, 
this  program  provides  operational  support. 
Organizations  must  have  a  primary  purpose 
to  present  or  produce  art,  history  of  operating 
revenues  between  $500,000  and  $2  million, 
ranked  in  the  top  third  of  their  Discipline 
Program  Assistance  grant  panel  for  the  prior 
three  consecutive  years,  full-time  professional 
management  personnel,  appropriate  community 
involvement,  and  significant  local,  regional  or 
national  impact. 

Monthly  Strategic  Grant  Program 

This  monthly  deadline  program  was  created  to 
encourage  small  and  emerging  arts  organizations 
and  organizations  based  in  rural  communities 
to  seek  financial  assistance  for  arts  activities 
through  a  less  complicated  application  process. 
Prior  to  its  creation,  applications  for  MAC  grants 
were  only  accepted  on  an  annual  basis  through  a 
competitive  process. 

Minority  Arts  Program 

This  program  supports  arts  projects  created 
by  or  targeted  to  people  of  diverse  cultures. 
Funding  priority  is  given  to  minority-managed 
organizations  with  minority-developed  arts 
focused  projects.  For  the  purpose  of  this  grant 
program,  minorities  are  communities  identified 
as  African  American,  Asian  American,  Latino/ 
Hispanic  and  Native  American. 
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Missouri  Folk  Arts  Program 

This  grant  program  accepts  applications  for 
projects  that  perpetuate  and  present  the 
traditional  arts  and  artists,  preferably  those 
associated  with  the  state  of  Missouri.  For  the 
purposes  of  this  grant  category,  folk  arts  are 
defined  as  the  living,  functional  and  expressive 
arts  of  everyday  people  passed  down  informally 
by  word  of  mouth  or  imitation  within  close- 
knit  groups.  The  grants  support  Missouri  Folk 
Arts  Program's  mission  to  build  cross-cultural 
understanding  by  documenting,  conserving  and 
presenting  our  state's  living  folk  arts  and  folklife 
in  collaboration  with  Missouri's  residents. 


Capacity  Building  Program 

This  program  is  designed  to  help  nonprofit 
organizations  develop  defined  administrative, 
artistic  and  technical  skills.  MAC  provides 
support  for  both  organizational  development 
and  artistic  and  project  development. 

*  Application  reviews  are  held  every  three 
years  with  updated  reports  provided  in- 
alternate  years. 


Missouri  Touring  Program 

Missouri  Touring  Program  brings  a  variety  of 
Missouri  dancers,  musicians,  theater  performers, 
storytellers,  traditional  and  contemporary,  to 
communities  throughout  the  state.  The  program 
also  increases  performance  opportunities 
for  Missouri  performers.  Applications  from 
communities  are  accepted  monthly,  up  to  twice 
per  year,  to  support  60  %  of  the  artist  fee,  with  a 
maximum  of  $5,000.  Performers  may  apply  to 
be  in  the  Missouri  Touring  Program  directory 
each  spring. 


School  Touring 

This  program  funds  60  %  of  artistic  fees  for 
schools  to  present  performing  artist(s)  with 
related  educational  activities.  Performing  artists 
must  be  selected  from  MAC's  School  Touring 
Roster  or  programs  of  Missouri  artists  on  the 
rosters  of  Kansas  City  and  St.  Louis  chapters  of 
Young  Audiences. 
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Advisory  Panels 

Each  year  MAC  board  appoints  Missouri 
residents  and  regional  representatives  to 
serve  as  volunteer  panelists  to  review  grant 
applications.  Selected  panelists  are  either 
knowledgeable  in  a  particular  art  form 
or  they  are  arts  enthusiasts  who  serve  as 
community  representatives  on  the  panel. 
In  the  spring,  panelists  spend  hundreds 
of  hours  evaluating  the  grant  applications 
according  to  the  criteria  of  artistic  quality 
community  involvement,  and  management 
ability.  They  also  assist  MAC  policy  and 
program  development.  MAC  is  grateful  to 
the  dedicated  panelists  for  volunteering 
their  time  and  expertise.  To  minimize 
administrative  expenses,  MAC  conducts  the 
panel  review  meetings  by  conference  call. 
A  MAC  board  member  serves  as  chair  to 
ensure  that  the  review  process  is  fair  and 
equitable  and  follows  MAC's  policies.

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Poetry  Out  Loud:  National  Recitation  Contest 


The  Poetry  Out  Loud  program  encourages  the 
nation's  youth  to  learn  about  great  poetry  through 
memorization  and  performance.  Participation 
helps  build  students'  speaking  skills,  develops 
their  appreciation  for  poetry  increases  their  self- 
confidence  and  satisfies  both  Missouri  Show-Me 
Standards  and  National  Council  of  Teachers  of 
English  (NCTE)  English  Language  Arts  standards. 

Since  its  inaugural  year  in  Missouri,  Poetry  Out 
Loud  has  gained  popularity  throughout  the  state. 
Participation  has  grown  from  43  high  schools  to 
85  between  2007  and  2008.  It  was  with  great  pride 
the  state  of  Missouri  sent  Ayriel  T.  Everett,  from 
Park  Hill  South  High  School  to  Washington  D.C.  to 
compete  in  the  national  competition  in  2008.  Ms. 
Everett  received  a  plaque,  traveling  trophy  and 
an  all-expense  paid  trip  to  Washington  D.C.  for 
the  national  finals.  The  national  finals  will  award 
$50,000  in  scholarships  and  school  stipends. 
The  state  champion's  school  keeps  the  traveling 
trophy  until  next  year's  competition  and  receives 
$500  for  the  purchase  of  poetry  books  for  their 
school  library.  Similarly,  the  second  place  school 
receives  $200  to  purchase  poetry  books  for  their 
school  library.  All  of  the  finalists  receive  award 
certificates. 

The  schedule  and  curriculum  for  Poetry  Out  Loud 
have  been  intentionally  designed  to  fit  into  a 
teacher's  busy  schedule  without  much  disruption. 
The  program  takes  place  over  two  to  three 
weeks,  according  to  the  teacher's  interest  and 
schedule,  and  does  not  require  full  class  periods 
during  that  time.  Teachers  or  speech  coaches 
may  choose  to  run  the  contest  as  an  after-school 
program.  Standards-based  curriculum  materials 
are  provided  to  participating  schools.  Additional

and  crafts  of  all  ethnic  groups  throughout  the 
State  of  Missouri." 

An  all  volunteer  organization,  the  Missouri 
Folklore  Society  preserves  and  promotes  folk  arts 
through  annual  meetings,  performances,  radio 
programs,  publications,  and  website  as  well  as  an 
annual  student  essay  contest  to  develop  a  new 
generation  of  folklore  scholars  and  enthusiasts.

In  October  2007,  Governor  Blunt  announced  plans 
to  name  the  first  official  Missouri  Poet  Laureate 
to  help  promote  the  arts  in  Missouri  and  to 
encourage  Missourians  to  learn  more  about  the 
many  cultural  opportunities  available  in  the  state.

"It's  not 
often  that  one  has  the  opportunity  to  be  first  at 
something,  but  that's  what  poets  do  everyday,  they 
are  first  at  writing  words,  images,  ideas  on  the 
blank  page  or  screen  that  sits  in  front  of  them.  We 
need  poetry  to  keep  us  awake  and  fresh,  when  so 
much  today  works  to  dull  our  imaginations."

Walter  Bargen  of  Ashland  is  a  writer  of  distinction 
whose  work  is  subtle,  skillful  and  wise  and 
accessible  to  any  reader.  He  has  published  nine 
books  and  two  chapbooks  of  poems  over  the  last 
28  years.  Among  his  work  is  The  Feast:  Prose 
Poem  Sequences,  which  won  the  2005  William 
Rockhill  Nelson  Award  for  best  poetry  book  by 
a  Missouri  writer.  His  work  has  appeared  in 
more  than  100  magazine  publications,  including 
American  Literary  Review,  International  Quarterly, 
Missouri  Review,  and  River  Styx.  Mr.  Bargen  has 
been  recognized  for  his  literary  achievements  as 
a  recipient  of  a  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts 
poetry  fellowship  in  1991  and  as  winner  of  the 
Quarter  After  Eight  Prose  Prize  in  1996,  Hanks 
Prize  in  1996,  and  Chester  H.  Jones  Foundation 
poetry  prize  in  1997.  Mr.  Bargen  holds  a  bachelor's 
degree  in  philosophy  and  a  master's  degree 
in  English  education  from  the  University  of 
Missouri-Columbia.

Art  has  always  been  a  focal  part  of  Mr.  Curran's 
life.  He  studied  at  the  Kansas  City  Art  Institute. 


His  drive  to  draw  and  paint  pushed  him  to  pursue 
a  career  in  art  first  as  a  successful  illustrator  for 
20  years  and  then  fine  art  painting.  Mr.  Curran 
stated,  "It  is  a  great  honor  to  be  chosen  as  a  2008 
Missouri  Arts  Award  Artist.

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Missouri  Arts  Council  Programs 
Arts  Education  Program 

This  grant  program  is  designed  to  strengthen  the 
place  of  the  arts  as  a  core  academic  subject  in 
the  regular  school  curriculum,  and  to  promote 
integrating  the  arts  into  non-arts  classrooms 
and  in  out  of  school  programs.  MAC  works 
with  Missouri  Department  of  Elementary  and 
Secondary  Education  to  ensure  that  these 
programs  support  student  achievement. 

MAC  provides  professional  development 
for  K-12  teachers  and  teaching  artists,  assists 
organizations  in  the  development  of  their 
arts  education  programs,  and  promotes  the 
importance  of  arts  education. 

Curriculum-Based  Reader's  Theatre 

The  Curriculum-Based  Reader's  Theatre  is  one 
of  the  professional  development  opportunities 
within  the  Arts  Education  program.  Reader's 
Theatre  moves  readers  beyond  the  boundaries  of 
stories  and  literature.  This  program  was  designed 
to  help  students  learn  and  retain  information,  as 
well  as  increase  their  reading  fluency.  Students 
participate  in  a  genuine  purpose  for  reading  and 
writing  across  the  basic  subject  curriculums.  The 
repetition  of  content  information  required  by 
Reader's  Theatre  rehearsals  enhances  student's 
retention  of  facts  and  information.  It  is  an  arts- 
integrated  instructional  activity  with  the  potential 
to  increase  students'  academic  achievement 
while  motivating  and  engaging  them  in  a  positive 
learning  experience. 

Missouri  Folk  Arts  Program 

Missouri's  Traditional  Arts 
Apprenticesliip  Program  (TAAP) 

The  Missouri  Traditional  Arts  apprenticeship 
Program  is  funded  by  the  National  Endowment 
for  the  Arts  and  the  Missouri  Arts  Council. 
This  program  pairs  master  folk  artists  with 


apprentices  to  pass  different  traditions  on  to 
the  next  generation.  Through  fieldwork  and 
outreach,  staff  identifies  master  artists,  urges 
these  artists  to  locate  viable  apprentices  in  their 
communities,  and  encourages  the  team  to  submit 
an  application  to  the  program.  Master/apprentice 
teams  meet  regularly  for  lessons  over  a  period  of 
approximately  nine  months.  Staff  conducts  site 
visits  to  document  the  teams  on  audiotape  and 
with  photographs.  These  materials  are  archived 
as  part  of  the  program  mission  to  conserve  the 
state's  cultural  legacy. 

The  Missouri  Folk  Arts  Program  (MFAP)  is 
a  program  of  the  Missouri  Arts  Council  and  is 
administered  by  the  Museum  of  Art  and  Archaeol- 
ogy at  the  University  of  Missouri-Columbia.  MFAP 
was  established  in  1984  and  builds  cross-cultural 
understanding  by  documenting,  conserving  and 
presenting  our  state's  living  folk  arts  and  folk  life 
in  collaboration  with  Missouri's  citizens. 

American  Masterpieces 

American  Masterpieces:  Three  Centuries  of  Artistic 
Genus  is  a  major  initiative  to  acquaint  Americans 
with  the  best  of  their  cultural  and  artistic  legacy. 
Through  American  Masterpieces,  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts  sponsor's  performances, 
exhibitions,  tours,  and  educational  programs 
across  different  art  forms  that  reach  large  and 
small  communities  in  all  50  states. 

The  pilot  phase  of  the  program  launched  in 
April  2005  when  the  NEA  announced  11  grants 
totaling  $1,183  million  awarded  to  support  touring 
visual  arts  exhibitions.  In  2006,  the  initiative 
expanded  to  include  musical  theater,  choral 
music,  dance,  and  literature  through  the  NEA's 
Big  Read  program,  in  addition  to  a  second  year 
of  funding  for  visual  arts  projects.  For  2006,  91 
grants  were  awarded  in  those  five  disciplines 
totaling  $3.7  million.  An  additional  $4.72  million 
was  awarded  through  partnership  agreements 
between  organizations  and  their  respective  state 
or  regional  arts  agencies  for  projects  that  reflect 
the  goals  of  American  Masterpieces. 
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Work  is  Art  and  Art  is  Work 

In  2008  the  Missouri  Folk  Arts  Program  saw  the 
craft  of  luthiery  reexamined  in  the  American 
Masterpieces  Work  is  Art  and  Art  is  Work 
travehng  exhibit.  This  exhibit  was  put  together 
to  showcase  the  intricate  craft,  repair,  and 
restoration  of  stringed  instruments.  Despite  the 
ready  availabihty  of  mass-produced  stringed 
instruments,  luthiery  remains  a  living  art  form 
in  Missouri.  As  mandolin  maker  John  Wynn 
stresses,  "Putting  together  a  mandolin  from  a 
kit  is  not  instrument  making;  it's  assembly.  I 
make  every  part  and  decorative  feature  of  my 
mandolins  from  beginning  to  end.  I  take  pride  in 
the  quality  of  my  work." 

This  exhibition  celebrates  the  work  of  six 
contemporary  Missouri  luthiers,  all  of  whom 
participated  in  Missouri's  Traditional  Arts 
Apprenticeship  Program  (TAAP).  All  are 
accomplished  musicians,  passionate  about  their 
music  and  instrument  making.  Each  learned 
through  a  combination  of  sources:  formal 
instruction,  mentors  and  peers,  books,  imitation, 
and  old-fashioned  trial  and  error.  Each  begins 
his  work  with  carefully  selected  wood.  Each,  by 
cutting,  measuring,  shaving,  shaping,  bending, 
tuning,  and  finishing,  turns  simple  boards  into 
intricate  instruments  that  are  pleasing  to  both 
eye  and  ear.  This  exhibition  traveled  to  Excelsior 
Springs,  Mineral  Area  Arts  Council  in  Park 
Hills,  Republic  Fine  Arts  Council,  Wood  Place 
Library  in  California,  Mo.,  Chillicothe  Area 
Arts  Council,  and  the  National  Parks  Service 
Ozark  Scenic  Riverways  Park,  Van  Buren,  Mo. 


Spring  to  Dance 

In  the  spring  of  2008  Dance  St.  Louis  tried 
something  that  had  never  been  done  in  the 
Midwest  before,  and  audiences  loved  every 
minute  of  it.  Over  three  action-packed  nights, 
dozens  of  dance  companies  from  all  over  the 
region  converged  on  the  Touhill  Performing 
Arts  Center.  There  were  dancers  from  world- 
famous  companies  like  Chicago's  Jeffrey  Ballet 
and  outstanding  regional  troupes  like  Cleveland's 
Dancing  Wheels,  doing  jazz,  flamenco,  cutting- 
edge  contemporary,  ballet  and  hip-hop.

SPRING  TO  DANCE  a  family  affair." 

This  different  blend  of  dance  styles  com- 
bined with  the  inexpensive  ticket  prices  made 
this  event  extremely  successful.  SPRING  TO 
DANCE  is  already  in  the  works  for  Memorial 
Day  weekend  2009. 


Missouri  Touring 

This  program  offers  grant  support  for  60  %  of  the 
artistic  fees  (maximum  $5,000)  for  organizations 
to  present  eligible  performing  artists.  The  intent 
of  the  program  is  to  support  artists  touring  to 
locations  outside  their  home  base.  Performing 
artists  must  be  selected  from  Missouri  Touring 
Performers  or  programs  of  Missouri  artists  on 
the  rosters  of  Kansas  City  and  St.  Louis  Young 
Audiences.  This  Missouri  Touring  Program 
provides  a  juried  list  of  82  performing  artists 
(dance,  music,  theater,  and  traditional  arts). 

School  Touring 

Funds  60%  of  artistic  fees  for  schools  and 
organizations  to  present  performing  artist(s)  at 
assemblies  with  pre/post  educational  workshops 
or  related  activities.  The  intent  of  this  program  is 
to  support  artists  touring  to  schools  outside  their 
home  base.  Performing  artists  must  be  selected 
from  MAC'S  School  Touring  Roster.  Programs 
of  Missouri  artists  provided  through  the  rosters 
of  Kansas  City  and  St.  Louis  chapters  of  Young 
Audiences  are  also  eligible. 

Consulting 

MAC  staff  is  available  to  provide  assistance  in 
arts  and  nonprofit  management.  Their  expertise 
includes  community  development,  fundraising, 
marketing,  grantwriting,  arts  education,  artistic 
disciplines  (visual  arts,  music,  literature,  theater, 
dance,  festivals,  and  film/media)  and  more.
